SAIGON, South Viet Nam, 
May 2 (AP)—Back in the saddle 
after beating down an attempted 


weekend coup, embattled Pre-|/. 
mier Ngo Dinh Diem launched 


a new offensive on Chief of 
State Bao Dsi today. 

The Premier’s office an- 
nounced a national assembly 
would meet here Wednesday to 
depose the absentee ex-emperor 
who tried unsuccessfully to oust 
Diem last week. 

Diem issued the announcement 
after conferring with Gen. J. 
Lawton Collins, President Eisen- 
hower’s special envoy who re- 
turned by plane from Washing- 


ton today. . 
Blow at Private Armies. 

Diem also struck a new blow 
at the shrinking private army 
of his foes at home. Four bat- 
talions of national army troops | 
stormed over three bridges lead- 
ing to areas of the Chinese sub- 
urb of Cholon where two baf- 
talions of the Binh Xuyen held 
out in civil warfare that flared 
last week. The government ob- 
jective was to mop wp those 
men and permit five battalions 
which have deserted the Binh 

uyen, a commercial society 
which seeks to oust Diem, to 
switch to the army’s side. 

A mortar barrage that Shook 
the city heralded the attack af- 
ter 48 hours of relative quiet. 

~The government troops quick- 
ly captured the old headquarters 
of the Binh Xuyen commander, 
Gen. Le Van Vien. Then they 
moved southwestward to the Nhi 
Thien Duong bridge, two miles 
race where a bitter battle was

(The United Press reported 
the holdout Binh Xuyen forces 
lashed back with mortar and ma- 
chinegun firé. As the fighting 
raged, a villa in the district 
used as headquarters of the 
United States military mission 
was evacuated, the U. P. re- 
ported. American personnel were 
rushed to safety in the Euro- 
pean quarter. 

(Army headquarters announced 
that government troops had 
won an initial victory by occupy- 
ing a Binh Xuyen-held island 
in the Chinese arroyo after a 
four-hour fight, the U. P. ac- 
count continued. It was eati- 
mated that “dozens” were ‘killed 
on both sides.) 

The Premier and three high- 
ranking army generals advised 
Bao Dai in a message that if he 
tries to replace the present gov- 
ernment with a new one, they 
will not recognize it.

Ordinarily In- 
dian sloth bears, which are rarer 


than South American §siloths, 
grow to several hundred pounds 
in weight and live 18 or 20 years. 
These sloths are black with white 
chests. Their hair grows long, 
and their claws quite large. 

In addition to honey, Indian 
sloth bears usually eat only the 
smallest kind of animals, includ- 
ing insects. Goebel is feeding 
the zoé’s new cubs a diet of 
bread and milk, with some fruit 
and vegetables for balance. 
Hyenas are strictly meat eaters.

“We have had more than 70 
vacancies in the department for 
some time now,” Long said. 
“They occurred largely because 
salaries paid policemen are low- 
er than those being paid to 
workers in private industry. We 
could have filled these vacancies 
by lowering our standards but 
we chose not to. Instead, we 
supported a measure before the 
State Legislature to increase 
salaries.” 

Policemen Pay Increases. 

The Legislature in March ap- 
proved a bill granting pay in- 
creases averaging 15.3 per cent 
to St. Louis policemen. The 
rate of pay for probationary 
patrolmen was boosted to $4080, 
patrolmen with one year’s ex- 
perience to $4320 and patrol- 
men with four years’ experience 
to $4500

*\one of two men who kidnaped 
_| him and his wife last night were 
‘| killed in the crash of a getaway 
automobile as it was being pur- 
sued by aroused people of the 
town. Kampsville is 50 miles 
north of St. Louis in Calhoun 
county. 
Mr. and Mrs. Waldheuser had 
been <errorized in their home 
for more than an hour and when 
a neighbor spread the alarm the 
house was surrounded by about 
30 persons. Holding their victims 
as hostages, the kidnapers flour- 
ished pistols and fled. 


Waldheuser, who was 63 years 
old, had been shot twice, but 
authorities decided it was the 
crash that killed him. One bullet 
wound was in the back and the

Mrs. Waldheuser and Hub- 
bard were injured sériously. All 
four occupants Were thrown out 
of the car as it flipped and 
rolled on a curve about one 
mile north of Kampsville—at a 
speed of more than 100 miles 
an hour. 

Calhoun County Sheriff Paul 
L. Aderton said Hubbard told 
him he and Underwood planned 
to force Waldheuser to go to the 
bank and open the vault so they 
could rob it. 

When Waldheuser explained 
that he could not open it until 
morning because of a time lock, 
the robbers decided to wait, 
meanwhile holding the Wald- 
heusers in custody. 

Mayor Jesse Campbell of 
Kampsville lives next door to 
the Waldheusers. Underwood and 
Hubbard went to the Wald- 
heuser home about 9:30 p.m. 
| Mrs. Campbell noticed the lights 
go out unusually early and went 
over to see whether 

was wrong. 

She walked in, and was met 
by one of the intruders who 
came out of a bedroom. She 
fran out just in time to meet 
the other, who had been moving 
their car a block away and was 
coming back.

Will Resign Unless

Referring to specific items of 
criticism in the jury's report 
Saturday concerning operations 
at the Barracks, Krueger said 
that Lester S. McKean, chair- 
man of the Authority, and 
Charles A. Blair, executive di- 
rector, should be removed if 
the charges are substantiated. 

“There is something else I 
don’t like,” he:asserted. “The 
meetings of the authority are 
not held at any set time. That 
makes it difficult for me to plan 
to attend, since I'm a theater 
owner and am out of town fre- 
quently in behalf of the National 
Theater Owners of America.”

Bloodstains Indicate 
Killing, Police Say —

MIAMI, Fla., May 2 (AP)— 
Charles Ferri, a New Jersey 
contractor who testified for the 
Government in the Albert Anas- 
tasia income tax evasion trial, 
and his wife are m under 
circumstances which police said 
today indicate they may have 
been killed. 

Bloodstains have beén found 
in the Ferri home northeast of 
Miami and the house gave evi- 
dence of a violent struggle. 

Ferri, 68 years old, a plumb- 
ing and heating contractor, was 
last seen Friday—the day he 
was served with a subpena to 
testify in a new trial for Anas- 
tasia starting next week. He 
had testified in the first tria} 
of Anastasia, reputed onetime 
head of the Brooklyn Murder, 
Inc., mob last October. 

The Federal Government had 
built up a net worth expendi- 
tures case against Anastasia, try- 
ing to show he spent more 
money than he earned or had 
access to in 1947 and 1949. Those 
were the years he was accused 
of holding back $11,742 in in- 
come taxes. The trial ended in 
a jury disagreement. 

Ferri testified Anastasia paid 
him $8700 for four bathrooms 
and a heating system installed 
in Anastasia’s Fort Lee home, 
on the Palisades across from 
New York City. 

Ferri was the second govern- 
ment witness to disappear, Ben- 
edicto Macri disappeared after 
having testified before the grand 
jury which indicted Anastasia.

“Around 9:30 or a quarter to 
10 I noticed a car in the alley, 
but there were no lights in the 
house, I told Jesse, ‘I don’t 
think Harry would go to bed 
and leave hsi car out.’ Then I 
looked more carefully and no- 
ticed that it was an old-model 
car with a Missouri license plate. 

No Lights in Living Room. 

“I got to wondering who their 
company-tould be. A few min- 
utes later I was in- bed, and I 
raised the window shade and 
saw a man leave in a car, but 
there were still no lights in the 
living room. I thought there 
must be something wrong, so I 
told Jesse I thought I would see 
if I could telephone them. 

“The phone rang and rang, 
and there was no answer. Then 
I saw a light in the bathroom. 
I thought perhaps Harry was 
taking a bath and that his wife, 
Lela, who uses a hearing aid, 
had taken it off and couldn't 
hear the phone. 

“IT put my housecoat and shoes 
on and went over to the bath- 
room window and called their 
names. I didn’t get any answer, 
and went to the front door and 
called again. Stil] there was 
no answer, and I opened the 
front door. 

Screamed and Ran Out. 
“I heard a man’s voice, real

Board of Commissioners — Calls on 
Matthews and Prosecutor’s Staff. 


Albert E. DuBois, former dep- 
uty commissioner of Philadel- 
phia police, was sworn in as 
superintendent of the new St. 
Louis county police department 
today at the courthouse in Clay- 
ton. 


“IT have been retained ( put 
into operation a non-political, 
professional police department 
and I intend to do just that,” 
DuBois said, after his oath of 
office was administered by 
County Clerk Leo E. Sievers. 

DuBois, who arrived by plane 

from Philadelphia yesterday, 
said he would begin immediately 
to work out details of the new 
department which will take over 
police duties in all wunincor- 
porated sections of the county 
July 1. It also will police those 
incorporated areas which con- 
tract for such service. 
The new superintendent re- 
fused to comment when asked if 
any deputy sheriffs now on law 
enforcement details would be 
appointed to the police depart- 
ment. He said details of qualify- 
ing examinations for police ap- 
plicants would be worked out 
shortly. 


Following his arrival yester- 
day, DuBois conferred with 
members of the County Board 
of Police Commissioners and was 
assured of their complete co- 
operation in his program for 
drawing up a police manual and 
setting standards for officers. 
He talked briefly today with 
County Supervisor Luman F. 
Matthe and members of the 
staff of the Prosecuting Attor- 
ney. Then he went across the 
street from the courthouse to 
his temporary office in quarters 
of the Chamber of Commerce, 
8003 Forsyth boulevard. 

There he went into conference 
with Walter L. Metcalfe, chair- 
man of the county police board, 
and James W. Connor, operating 
director of the St. Louis Crime 
Commission, who will assist in 
establishing the new depart- 
ment. 

DuBois will live temporarily 
at 1546 High School drive, Au- 
dubon Park, in Brentwood, with 
his wife and dafighter, Judith. 
His daughter, who is 18 years 
old, will enroll next September 
as a freshman at Pennsylvania,

In Defense Buildup and Budget

Military Program Appears to Japanese to

[x THE last month, things 


TOKY®@. 
have been happening in Tokyo 


that ought to alarm even the most complacent and self-satisfied 


American policy makers. 


The theme of the drama has been a Japanese-American 
negotiation about the scope of Japan's “self-defense” program 
and the size of the “defense contribution” Japan pays the United 
States for its present defense by American forces. 


At one stage in this drama, 
tension reached such a point that 
the Foreign Minister, Mamoru 
Shigemitsu, attempted to fly to 
Washington on 24 hours notice 
to seek a new basis of agree- 
ment. When Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles refused this 
abrupt visitation, Shigemitsu was 
publicly humiliated. 

At another stage, the most 
powerful figure among Japanese 
conservatives, Finance Minister 
Hisato Ichimada, declared he 
would resign his post rather 
than present a Japanese budget 
drawn up in conformity with 
American ideas. 

United States Warned. 

Prime Minister Ichiro Hato- 
yama was forced to warn United 
States Ambassador John Allison 
that Ichimada’s resignation 
would bring down the Cabinet 
and precipitate the ugliest kind 
of political crisis in Tokyo. On 
Allison's frantic plea, Washing- 
ton’s. position on Japanese de- 
fense policy was then somewhat 
modified. In this manner, the 
Hatoyama Cabinet was finally 
able tH agree on an annual budg- 
et for presentation to the Diet. 

As these words are written, 
however, everyone is forecast- 
ing that the budget debate will 
be extremely stormy. Above all, 
the Diet is expected to ring with 
furiéus charges of American in- 
tervention in Japanese internal 
politics and peficy making. And 
unfortunately these charges will 
be hard to answer. 

Such are the results, such is 
the aftermath, of the bargain 
struck by Secretary of State Dul- 
les when he negotiated the Jap- 
anese peace treaty and the linked 
understandings concerning de- :

More than 
100,000 men are now in training 
in the self-defense, force, But 
with great wea ag he Japanese, 
including many Japanese corm 
servatives, the program is bit- 
te?ly. unpopular."And because 
the..defense effort does not 
truly represent the Japanese na- 
tianal will, because it is regard- 
ed: as something done at Amer- 
ica’s behest, the value of the 
new Japanese defense force is at 
least. highly’ questionable. 
Contribution. Sore Spot. - 
The second vice of the Dulles 
bargain greatly inflames the ef- 
fects of the first vice. America 
has not only been entangled in 
Japanese defense planhing; be- 
cause of the so-called “defense 
contribution,” America is also 
automatically entangled, each 
year, In the process of prepar- 
ing the Japanese annual budget. 
Maybe it looked like good 
business to provide that the Jap- 
anese would pay the United 


States $150,000,000 a year for 
helping to defend Japah. Maybe 
it seemed a good way to spur 
the Japanese to build their own 
defense force, and so escape the 
burden of this “contribution.” 
But the sum involved, while a 
drop in America’s fiscal ocean, 
is a very large sum indeed in 
the eyes of Hisato Ichimada and 
his hard pressed budget makers. 
And because of this annual pay- 
ment, the kind of Japanese- 
America drama that has just 
taken place here inevitably oc- 
curs whenever Japanese budget 
making begins. The Dulles 
bargain provides, in shdért;'for 
an annual, automatic, 


able-row between A a 
America’s most. if t 
on this side of the Pacific. 


To date, the results have been 
just bad, not fatal. Anti-Ameri- 
eanism has been greatly encour- 
aged. The Japanese have been 
given an excellent excuse’for not 
thinking independently and 
realistically about their own na- 
tional problems. There has been 
no breach between America and 
Japan. 

Plays Inte Reds’ Hands. 
On the other hand, the present 
}American policy line on -Japa- 
nese defense and related prob- 
lems plays directly into the 
hands of the astute Chinese Com- 
munist diplomats who are work- 
ing overtime to promote an 
eventual Japanese - 
breach. It is melancholy to con- 
trast American clumsiness with 
Chinese Communist adroitness. 
On the vital China trade issue, 
for example, the American line 
seems to have been .-carefully 
calculated uriate the Japa- 
Bese, ha e same look of 
heavy- intervention in 
defense. The are taking 
brilliant advantage of this. While 
British and other Western trade 
negotiators are not asked in Pei- 
ping to deliver embargoed goods, 
the Com trade mission 
now in Japan is asking for al- 
most nothing except embargoed 
goods. The idea is being im- 
planted with great skill that only 
American obstinacy stands be- 
tween Japan’s struggling ex- 
rters and great pro in 
trade with China. 

All of which leads to the con- 
clusion which, it is authorita- 
tively ‘understood, has already 
been presented to Washington 
by the Embassy here. In brief, 
it is high time for a radical re- 
examination of our policies in 
Japan and our relationship with 
Japan. 

Needed Changes. 

Any such re-examination must 
lead to voluntary revision of the 
bargain struck by Secretary 
‘Dulles in 1951. The Japanese 
defense program must cease to 
be an effort made by contract 
with the United States. All 
American pressure on the de- 
fense issue must end forthwith. 
Such: irritants as the nénsensical 
defense contribution must be al- 
together removed. If possible, 
to reduce the Japanese sense of 
still being oc¢upied, the Ameri- 
can ground forces should be 
withdrawn from Japam to Korea 
or elsewhere. . 

By such steps as these, and 
only by such steps as these, a 
wholly new Japanese-American 
atmosphere can be created. This 
is urgent, for if the present

In short, Secretary Hobby’s department is two 
years old, going on three. Probably no depart- 
ment has had as many challenges put to it in 
its first years. Certainly few have had so 
early an opportunity to touch the lives of as 
many citizens, 7 

The unpleasant fact is that the departmenttand 
its administration both have been disappoint- 
ments. Secretary Hobby is a gracious lady who 
makes a winning personal appearance. She was 
the chief of the Women’s Army Corps in World 
War II and has a record as a suctessful news- 
paper woman. But she has broken few if any 
trails in a Cabinet post that called for pioneer- 
ing from the day it began to exist. 

> * . 

The purpose of advocates of the department— 
and they included many fine citizens, both 
women and men, who worked years for its 
creation—was to raise the consideration of prob- 
lems of health, education and welfare to Cabi- 
net level. This was expressly to make certain 
that these welfare issues which bear so inti- 
mately on the lives of millions of citizens re- 
ceived the attention that is their due. 

Right off the bat, the new Secretary saw her 
department made one of the chief cut-back tar- 
gets of the 1953-54 Republican Congress. The 
very first departmental budget proposed a 68 
per cent cut in funds for the subordinate Of/ 
fice of Education. Mrs. Hobby had not been in 
office more than two months before she had 
sent out dismissal notices to 1200 employes be- 
cause of budget reductions. 

For example, the subordinate Food and Drug 
Administration, which has never had enough em- 
ployes for the important work it is charged to 
do, was ordered to cut its insufficient staff by 
160. This was quickly followed by a virtual col- 
lapse in the inspection authority of the Food 
and Drug Administration following an adverse 
eourt decision, a condition that was allowed to 
continue for a dangerously long time. In the 
same early period came an order to suspend the 
grain-cleanup program. 

In the other major fields, the record of the 
department has been much the same. Almost 
nothing was done in the last Congress about ur- 
gent school construction and the Administra- 
tion’s recommendations for federal aid in this 
Congress) are believed by many students of the 
problem to be both inadequate and impractical. 
If there is any real federal school aid for hard- 
pressed areas that cannot care for themselves, it 
will have to come from initiative in Congress 
rather than from Mrs. Hobby’s department.

The public health program of the Administra- 
tion is the modest one of proposing limited fed- 
eral reinsurance of privately provided health in- 
surance, This has been opposed by the American 
Medical Association as “socialized medicine,” 
much as the Oscar Ewing proposals were op- 
posed. Thus far Secretary Hobby has exhibited 
little disposition te come to grips with the reac- 
tionary opponents who must be routed. 

This is not to say that the department {s with- 
out any achievement. To its credit it has favored 
the extension of social security to workers not 
previously covered. But what it has done amounts 
in virtually every instance to continuing pro- 
grams started in the Roosevelt and Truman Ad- 
ministrations. It has not met new challenges 
with new effort. ra 

Perhaps Secretary Hobby will begin to see 
her post in terms of its opportunity. If so she 
will need to look up occasionally from the col- 
umns of budget figures that seem to occupy so 
much of her attention.

Bao Dai, whom the revolutionary Congress 
committee has deposed as chief of state of South 
Viet Nam, has been one of the democratic West's 
most quéstionable associates in the Far East. 
Playboy, gambler and virtual remittance man, 
having associations with the Ku Klux-like Binh 
Xuyen which has been stirring up trouble in 
South Viet Nam, he has not been worth his salt 
since he became a ruler nearly 30 years ago. 


The United States Government, which for 
years has played along with Bao Dal, now is 
supporting his rival, Premier Ngo Dinh Diem, 
who at least is preferable until better can be 
found.

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Where’er Cats May Roam 

Gov. McKeldin of Maryland has done his duty 
by cats. He has vetoed a bill for the “control, reg- 
ulation and restraint of cats running at large.” 

In taking the line that “the cat prefers the 
gentle cover of the night, both for romance and 
pursuit of prey,” Gov. MeKeldin follows the il- 
lustrious example of Adlai Stevenson. In 1949, 
when he was Governor of Illinois, Gov. Steven- 
son vetoed an anti-cat bill sponsored by Friends 
of the Bird, Inc. , 

Ever aware of precedent, fine legal mind that 
he is, Mr. Stevenson inquired: “Who knows but 
what we may be called upon to take sides as 
well in the age-old problems of dog vs. cat, bird 
vs. bird (Editor’s Note: Aha, there, Friends of 
the Birds, Inc.!) or even bird vs. worm?” 

Gov. McKeldin’s veto will be popular, we pre- 
dict. Lots of people like cats. We have in mind 
particularly a Los Angeles woman who kept 53 
cats in her house and a San Francisco man who 
kept 55 in his one room. Some people even like 
cats too much—and here we refer to the case of 
a man right here in St. Louls some years ago 
who preferred his cats with vinegar sauce. 

It is not only inhumane to frustrate a cat, it 
may also be dangerous. A cat named Charcoal 
locked a Chicago family out of the bathroom 
after being placed there for punishment. A Los 
Angeles cat by the name of Sally nearly drove 
a neighbor to desperation by ringing his door- 
bell at frequent intervals for weeks. Did it by 
standing on the porch bench, he finally discov- 
ered. And one of our own local cats which got 
its tail caught in the belt of a washing machine 
blew out a fuse. ' 

That’s why we say: Better not monkey with the 
full and free peregrination ‘of cats. Or they may 
make a monkey out of you. 
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Nehru as Arbiter 

Prime Minister Nehru’s announcement that 
India will take an active role in trying to solve 
the Formosa crisis should be welcomed. India 
played such a role in arranging a cease-fire in 
Korea and in Indochina. Now Nehru is sending 
to Peiping his principal foreign policy adviser, 
V. K. Krishna Menon, who represented him in 
the Indochina negotiations last year. Chou En-lal 
requested this mission, says Nehru, as a means 
of continuing the talks begun at Bandung. 

Krishna Menon will have the great advantage 
of being able to talk to Chou En-lai as one Asian 
to another. He can speak, also, as the represen- 
tative of a nation that has been consistently 
friendly to Communist China, and has refused to 
join any regional military alliance sponsored by 
the West. We wish him all possible success in 
India’s efforts to “bridge the gulf between Pei- 
ping and Washington on the Formosa question.” 

One fact which Nehru and his special envoy 
ought to know—a fact which the new American 
ambassador at New Delhi, John Sherman Cooper, 


’ might well emphasize—is that a great many 


Americans believe, rightly or wrongly, that 
Nehru and India have ceased to be impartial and 
have become outright partisans of Peiping. 

This may very well be a mistaken conclusion. 
Nehru has proved his devotion to democratic 
methods by fighting the Communists unreserved- 
ly—and beating them—on India’s. home front. 
Where he disagrees with American policy is on 
methods of dealing with Communism as an inter- 
national force, especially in Asia. In this field, 
it sometimes seems that he reserves his warmer 
smiles for Peiping. | .

Verbal Warnings and Hard Facts 


Secretary of State seems more alarmist about Asian situation 
than White House, writer says; he traces anxiety to Mr, Dulles's 
reliance on verbal warnings to Red China; Formosa issue and 
offshore islands now require decision based on fact, not words.

It is clear by now, I think, that Sec- 
retary of State John Foster Dulles is 
laboring under a special sense of anxiety 
about events in the Far East which is 
not shared by President Eisenhower, 
which Mr. Dulles is not able to commu- 
nicate to the members of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, and which 
poses a peculiarly personal problem for 
Mr. Dulles himself. 

The evidence of the special anxiety 
is found in the record of Mr. Dulles’s 
statements since his late February and 
early March trip to the Far East. In 
those statements he 
confessed to a sense 
of “foreboding”; he 
called Communist 
China more danger- 
ous than the Soviet 
Union; he warned 
of a danger that 
Peking would come 
to regard the Unit- 
ed States as a “pa- 
per tiger”; he pro- 
posed use of “pre- 
cision atomic weap- 
ons” to meet the 
situation.

The Science of Living 
LIVING YOUR LATER YEARS, by Kenneth Walker, 

(Oxford University Press, 196 pgs. $3.50.) 

Either a scientist or an intelligent 
layman would find time well spent in 
reading Dr. Walker's book. The man- 
ner of writing alone makes it an un- 
usually pleasant experience and the 
content, from start to finish, is “meaty” 
and not offered in too rare a form to 
offend the reader’s taste. 

It may be the excellence of the writ- 
ing which will stand out in the reader's 
mind as an unusual treat; practically 
every chapter is a pertinent and well 
constructed essay in itself. Even the 
titles of the chapters are provocative 
in their choice and clarity: “Rejuvena- 
tion, Aging of the Tissues”; “Man's 
Span of Life” and several others could 
well appear in a popular magazine and 
be read by the general public with as 
much interest as the articles appearing 
on such things as “Wonder Drugs,” 
“Pills to Chase Away the Blues,” ete.

TO APPROVE MERGER

Southern Group Rejects 
Union With Northern and 
Western Churches. 


ATLANTA, Ga., May 2 (AP)— 
Southern Presbyterians have re- 
jected union with the Northern 
and Western Presbyterian 
churches in balloting which 
showed proponents and oppo- 
nents almost equally divided. 

Advocates declared the ad- 
verse vote might delay merger 
perhaps three to five years but 
were confident it would come 
eventually. 

Opponents hailed the vote asa 
victory for the more conserva- 
tive, theological, social and eco- 
nomic views of the Southern 
church. 

The 86 Southern presbyteries 
completed their balloting late 
last week. A three-fourths ma- 
jority was necessary to carry 
the proposal. 

The vote was 43 to 42 against 
union, 20 more than required to 
defeat it. The ballot in one 
presbytery—Montgomery in Vir- 
ginia—ended in a 59-to-59 dead- 
lock. 

Montgomery was one of the 
last four voting. Of the other

After speaking for 23 
utes from the central balcony, 
the 79-year-old pontiff was car- 
ried on his golden throne 
through St. Peter’s Square for 
the first time since his illness 
last December. There he re- 
ceived the tribute and gifts of 
the workers, including 150,000 
members of the Italian Catholic 
Workers Association.

MOSCOW, May 2 (UP)—The 
Soviet army, parading its might 
in the annual May day march, 
yesterday showed off a huge new 
artillery piece which western 
military attaches said might be 

an atomic cannon. 

a The e mystery cannon shared the 
spotlight with Marshal Georgi 
Zhukov, Soviet defense minis- 
ter, who made the traditional 
May day speech. 

Zhukov said Societ policy “is 
aimed at solving controversial 
international questions by peace- 

means.” However, he at- 
tacked West German rearma- 
ment and said it “hampers the 
pg of international ten- 

n ” 

It was Marshal Zhukov’'s first 
declaration since President Eis- 
enhower disclosed he had ex- 
changed correspondence with the 
Soviet defense minister, his 
World War II associate. 

In a march cut short by 
drenching rain, the huge; gleam- 
ing cannon was trundiled on its 
own rubber-tired platform past 
the reviewing stand on the roof 
of the Lenin-Stalin tomb on the 
front of the Kremlin wall. 

Taking the review were Pre- 
mier Nikolai Bulganin, Commu- 
nist party leader Nikita Khrush- 
chev, Zhukov 4nd all nine mem- 
bers of the Soviet cabinet, in- 
cluding Foreign Minister V. M. 
Molotov and former Premier 
Georgi Malenkov. 

The artillery pieces—including 
the new mystery cannon, long 
barreled anti-aircraft guns and 
huskier versions of World War 
Ii “Katyusha” mortars—rolled 
past 20,000 spectators. The view- 
ers included the foreign diplo- 
matic and press corps. 

The parade ended after 44 
minutes when the last military 
formation had goose-stepped by 
the reviewing stand. The march 
of the workers was called off 
because of rain.

tions overhead. 


the Associated Press. 
Kruschchevy enlivened the 
eelebration by unexpectedly 


summoning an attractive woman 
party official to the reviewing 
stand atop the Lenin-Stalin 
tomb. 

Zhukov had just stood up in 
the rear of a pale blue Zis 
limousine to take the salute of 
marching Soviet ground troops 
when Krushchev suddenly strode 
over to the west railing of the 
reviewing stand and began 
beckoning down into the crowd. 
The attention of thousands in 
the square was on him since 
nothing like this had ever been 
seen in Red square. 

Ekaterina Alexeevena Fulsova, 
secretary of the Moscow oblast 
(region) of the Communist party, 
was standing below in front of 
the diplomats’ stand. She ap- 
parently saw Khrushchev mo- 
tioning to her and started toward 
the tomb. 

Khrushchev led Miss Fulsova 
along the line of dignitaries on 
the tomb, each turning away 
from the passing parade of 
oy to greet her and shake

Western observers also noted 
the prominent position given 
Marshal Ivan S. Konev, deputy 


‘* minister of defense, atop the 


tomb during the review. Konev 
is said to be a good friend of 
Khrushchev and has been rising 
fast in political and military af- 
fairs in the last two years. 
Konev stood beside Zhukov and 
Navy Minister Adm. Nikolai G. 
Kuznetsov for the ceremony.

4 SWEDISH JETS

STOCKHOLM, May 2 (uP)— 
F supersonic Swedish jet 
fighter planes crashed one after 
the other today, killing all four 
pilots.

FAIRLESS RESIGNS AS 
U.). STEEL CHAIRMAN 


Successor Will Be Named 
Tomorrow, His 65th 
Birthday. 


PITTSBURGH, Pa. May 2 
(AP)—Board Chairman Benjamin 
F. Fairless of U.S, Steel Corp. re- 
signed today. He will remain a 
director and member of the fi- 
nance committee. 


The company made the an- 
nouncement on the eve of Fair- 
less’s sixty-fifth birthday. The 
traditional retirement age at U.S. 
Steel is 65 although there is no 


compulsory retirement age at 
the company. 
The company’s statement 


quoted Fairless as saying he 
wished to “surrender the respon- 
sibility of my office to capable 
and younger hands.” The com- 
pany said a successor will prob- 
ably be named tomorrow. 

Son of a Welsh coal miner, 
Fairless had been chairman of 
Big Steel since 1953 and presi- 
dent since 1937. 

2 for 1 Split Approved. 
Stockholders approved the 
proposed two-for-one split of 
the company’s common stock by 
a wide margin—82.75 per cent 
of the common and 79.93 per 
cent of the preferred vote in 
favor. They also re-elected six 
directors and voted down a 
stockholder proposal that the 


“stagger system” of electing di- 
rectors be abolished and the full 
slate of 18 be elected each year. 

Fairless told stockholders that 
present prospects for the com- 
pany “are the brightest in its | 
history.” 

Speculation about a successor | 
to Fairless centered around the 
names of Roger M. Blough, vice 
chairman of the board and gen- 
eral counsel, and Cilfford F. 
Hood, company president. Blough 
is considered the likely choice, 

Held Two Titles. 

Fairless held the titles of: 
chairman of the board and chief 
executive officer, He resigned 
both offices. 

Prior to Fairless’s term in of- 
fice, the board chairman did not 
hold the title of chief executive 
officer. 

In steel circles in Pittsburgh, 
there was speculation today that 
the in selecting a new 
chairman tomorrow, would give 
the title of chief executive of- 
ficer to someone other than the 
incoming chairman.

WASHINGTON, May 2 (AP)— 
Four Congress members told a 
Senate committee today the pro- 
posed federal Hell’s Canyon dam 
is needed to harness completely 
waters of the Snake river along 
the Idaho-Oregofi border. 
Lead-off witnesses at a rec- 
lammation subcommittee’s hear- 
ing on legislation to authorize 
the project were Representatives 
Pfost (Dem.), Idaho, Green 
(Dem.), Oregon, Metcalf (Dem.), 
Montana, and Magnuson (Dem.), 
Washington. 

They are sponsoring com- 
panion bills to one being con- 
sidered by the committee which 
was introduced by Senator 
Morse (Dem.), Oregon, and is 
co-sponsored by 29 other Sena- 
tors. 

Mrs. Pfost said the people of 
her district desire the half-bil- 
lion-dollar federal project, pro- 
posed for an area where Idaho 
Power Co. seeks to build three 
smaller dams. 

Mrs. Green said she believes 
“the majority of the people of 
Oregon want the dam’ for full 
development of Columbia river 
basin resources.” 

Metcalf said Montanans “hope 
to enjoy some low-cost kilowatts 
from the high Hell’s Canyon 
dam.”

Sholis replied that “there is 
no indication that Hollywood is 
going to release their first-run 
pictures,” for subscription-TV, 
and “apart from an occasional 
play or an occasional intermit- 
tent championship fight, they 
really are offering the people 
nothing beyond what they really 
have free.”

The Legend and the Lady 


Greta Garbo Gets Her Start in Movies 


First Chance Comes as Model While She Is Store Clerk; Meeting With Mauritz Stiller ls Turning Point

VEN if it wanted to, Paul U. 

Bergstrom’s department 

store, customarily referred to 
in Stockholm as Pub, could not 
forget the fact that it once num- 
bered among its employes the 
girl who became the screen’s 
foremost actress. So many tour- 
ists from all parts of the world, 
especially women from America, 
make a Garbo pilgrimage to Pub 
every year that the attendants 
at the ground-floor information 
booths do not bat an eye when 
they are asked the question, 
“Where in the store did Garbo 
work?” 

To accommodate visitors who 
have a special interest in . its 
celebrated ex-employe, Pub has 
on hand a supply of prints of a 
photograph made for the store’s 
personnel department soon after 
she was hired. The picture 
shows a full-faced, placid-looking 
young woman—she had just 
turned 15—with thick, long hair 
casually combed into loose puffs 
over her ears. Her tentative 
smile reveals teeth that are 
slightly gapped. Her expression 
is wistful. 

The first discovery of Greta’s 
photogenic qualities was made 
at Pub early in 1921. The store 
was preparing its spring cat- 
alogue, and Greta helped the 
head of the millinery depart- 
ment pick out the hats to be 
featured in it. When the adver- 
tising’ manager appeared to look 
over the selection, he asked 
Greta to try them on. She 
looked so good to the manager 
that he suggested she also model 
the hats for the catalogue. The 
face that was to launch a thou- 
sand sighs was accordingly first 
presented to the public, under 
an assortment of five fussy 
straws and felts, in a department 
store catalogue. 

Often in good weather she 
walked home from work, a dis- 
tance of about four miles, with 
other girls who lived in her sec- 
tion of the city. Qn the way 
she was forever talking about 
how she was going to be an ac- 
tress. Her friends listened pa- 
tiently, but they were not great- 
ly impressed. After all, as they 
remarked among themselves, she 
wasn’t doing anything about it. 
Then, by one of those happen- 
stances that have occurred 80 
often, at least in this country, 
that they have become a cliche 
of the movie business, Greta was 
given her first opportunity to 
appear before a moving picture 
camera while she was still in 
ladies’ millinery. 

As part of its advertising pro- 
gram, Pub had engaged a pro- 
ducer of commercial films, Capt. 
Ragnar Ring, to turn out a short 
film to promote their women's 
apparel. When Ring and the 
store officials in charge of the 
project visited the millinery de- 
partment to look over hats for 
the film, Greta again acted as 
the model. The following day 
Ring returned to talk to Greta. 
For light relief in the film, he 
told her, he had decided to in- 
clude a ‘short sequence showing 
how women should not dress, 
and offered her the chance to 
do the comedy bit. She instant- 
ly accepted.

Greta 
makes her first appearance in 
the film wearing high button 
shoes and a curious-looking out- 
fit that is clearly a couple of 
sizes too big for her. It develops 
that by unbuttoning the skirt 
and doing a couple of other 
tricks the outfit can be trans- 
formed into, of all things, a 
riding habit. Additional hilarity 
is provided when Greta models 
another ludicrous garment that 
serves a similar dual purpose. In 
a straight bit she then models a 
knee-length fur coat. 
Greta’s good looks and will- 
ingness to follow directions led 
Ring to engage her for another 
production a few months later. 
This was a film to advertise the

named Erik Petschler walked 
into Greta’s department with 


‘two of his popular actresses, 


Tyra Ryman and Gucken Ceder- 
borg. Petschler was a Swedish 
counterpart of Mack Sennett. 
Greta recognized-the interesting 
customers and contrived to wait 
on them. While talking to Miss 
Ryman, Greta asked her advice 
on how she might go about get- 
ting work in one of Petschler’s 
films. The thing to do, Miss 
Ryman said, was simply to go 
ahead and ask him, but Greta 
couldn’t work up the courage to 
follow that approach. Later that 
day, however, she telephoned 
Petschler at his office and se- 
cured an appointment to see him 
the following day during her 
lunch hour. 


Petschler inquired about her 

experience and asked her to 
read some lines or do a: scene. 
Greta responded by reciting a 
short poem she had learned in 
school. Her performance, Pet- 
schler later recalled, was quite 
touching. More impressed by her 
good looks and bouncy figure, 
Petschler offered her a part ip a 
comedy he was getting ready to 
produce. On her employment 
card at Pub there is a space 
headed “Reason for leaving.” 
The reason that Greta gave was 
both clear and confident: “To 
enter the films.” 

In her first legitimate screen 
role Greta was cast as a bathing 
beauty in a picture called 
“Luffar-Petter,” or “Peter the 
Tramp.” The film was written, 
produced and directed by Pet- 
schler, who also played two of 
the leading parts, the tramp and 
a dude. Besides Greta and Pet- 
schler, only four other players 
received screen credit; the film 
was shot entirely out of doors 
and in a period of a few days. 
Petschler’s debt to Mack Sen- 
nett is evident. No custard pies 
through the air in “Peter the 
Tramp,” but it contains some of 
the same kind of fine nonsense 
and spontaneity that distin- 
guished Sennett’s masterworks. 

After completing “Peter the 
Tramp” Greta was, in the euphe- 
mistic theatrical phrase, at lib- 
erty. Petschler, it developed, had 
no other films scheduled for 
early production. She made the 
rounds of the other film pro- 
ducers, who gave her no en- 
couragement. 

While in downtown Stockholm 
one day in the summer of 1922, 
Greta met Petschler on the 
street. As they chatted Greta 
spoke of the efforts she had 
been making to continue her 
acting career and of the gener- 
ally dismal results. Petschler 
told his disconsolate companion 
that he thought she had marked 
native ability as an actress but 
that her chances of going far 
would be slim indeed until she 
had received dramatic training. 
The best place in the world to 
get the training, he continued, 
was at the Royal Dramatic 
Theater Academy. He asked 
Greta why she didn’t try to get 
an Academy scholarship. 

The Academy, at the time 
Greta became seriously inter- 
ested in it, had been turning out 
first-rate actors and actresses 
for more than 100 years. Like 
the Royal Dramatic Theater of 
which it is a part, the Academy 
has always been supported by 
the Government; the young peo- 
ple lucky enough to be accepted 
receive their training free. The 
number of new students an- 
nually admitted is limited to 
about a dozen or less. Once a 
year a jury composed of officials 
of the Academy and of the Royal 
Dramatic Theater meets to audi- 
tion applicants. They must be 
prepared to perform three 
scenes, each lasting not more 
than five minutes, from plays of 
their own choosing. The jury 
convenes in August. Since it 
was then July, Greta had less

than a month to make her 
preparation.

Sans-Gene,” and finally, an ex- 
cerpt from Ibsen’s “Lady From 
the Sea.” 

Greta had never performed on 
the stage of a theater when she 
arrived, with several dozen other 
applicants, at the Royal Dra- 
matic on the day of the audi- 
tions. She performed the scene 


from “Dunungen” and the one 
from “Madame Sans-Gene.” She 
was then interrupted and told 
that she could leave; the mem- 
bers of the jury would inform 
her by mail of their decision. 
Three days later she received a 
letter saying she had been ac- 
cepted. She was one of seven 
who got that good news. 

One afternoon in the late 
spring of 1923, a couple of weeks 
before the end of her first term 
at the dramatic school, Greta 
was unexpectedly summoned to 
the office of the Academy's di- 
rector, Gustaf Molander. Al- 
ready there when she arrived 
was another student named Mona 
Martenson, a beautiful young 
woman who had entered the 
Academy a year before Greta. 
Molander explained that he had 
received a request from Mauritz 
Stiller, the film director, to se- 
lect two actresses from the Acad- 
emy to. be tested for parts in 
“Gosta Berling’s Saga,” a picture 
he was casting. If they were 
interested, he said, they should 
report the following morning at 
10 o'clock at the studio. Greta 
and Mona making no effort to 
conceal their excitement, said 
they would be there. Stiller, 
as they were both well aware, 
was then the foremost figure in 
Swedish films and easily the 
most colorful. 


It is always rash to designate 
any single event in a person's 
life as the most fateful one; the 
turning points of lives are usu- 
ally too hard to discern, Occa- 
sionally, though, there is the 
single critical occurrence that 
stands out boldly as the one 
that made all the difference. 
Such an event was the meeting 
of Greta Gustafsson and Mauritz 
Stiller. 


When they met, Stiller was 
40, worldly and famous; Greta 
was 17, innocent, unknown. At 
this point Stiller took command 
of her destiny. He gave her a 
name, taught her, bullied her, 
encouraged her, fought for her 
and made her into a _ world- 
famous actress. But he was 
far more than her professional 
mentor. He was an intimate 
friend who exerted more influ- 
ence than anyone else in shaping 
her character and personality. 
He told her how to dress, what 
to think, how to behave—there 
was almost nothing he didn’t 
tell her. She listened and 
obeyed. The relationship was 
Svengali and Trilby all over 
again.

TILLER was an arresting 
\ figu in many ways. In 

appearance he was couriously 
imposing. Over six feet tall and 
thickly built, he had an abnor- 
mally large head, the feet of a. 
giant and hamlike hands. His 
hair was iron gray and closely 
cropped, and his eyes, under 
thick, black eyebrows, were gray 
and brooding. He had a promi- 
nent, bulbous nose and a long 
upper lip on which he wore a 
full mustache. 

Stiller was such a fancy dress- 
er that he was often referred to 
as “The Grand Duke,” a term he 
did not resent. He wore diamond 
studs in his shirt front and had 
his evening -clothes, jaunty Nor- 
folk jackets and much of his 
other apparel tailored in Lon- 
don. It was not only by his dis- 
tinctive dress that Stiller made 
a striking impression. His man- 
ner was attractive, though his 
temperament was mercurial. He 
was intense, ambitious, talented, 
noisy, egotistical, troubled, cul- 
tured and brutally outspoken. 
To use the phrase his colleagues 
have most often applied to him, 
Stiller was a born director. He 
enjoyed telling people what to do, 
and he had taste, a rich imag- 
ination and a love of beauty. 

Like most people who go in 
for ostentation, Stiller was try- 
ing to make up for something he 
had missed. Born in Helsinki,

theater, playing bit parts for 
five years. 

When he was 21, and being 
hunted by the police for failure 
to report for compulsory mili- 
tary training, he fled from Hel- 
sinki and reached the Swedish 


‘border. Eventually he joined a 


group of young actors who rented 
a small theater and formed a 
company called The Little Thea- 
ter. With Stiller as its director, 
The Little Theater developed 
into an avant-garde stage. He 
received some critical attention 
for his directorial work, but 
the theatrical enterprise failed 
after a few months. 


Meanwhile Stiller had seen his 
first movies, a French film with 
Sacha Guitry and a couple of 
American two-reelers, and his 
interest in the new medium was 
aroused. He applied for work as 
an actor with Swedish Biograph, 
a motion-picture company which 
had recently opened studios in 
Stockholm. He didn’t make the 
grade as an actor, but he talked 
himself into a job as a director. 
It was soon apparent that films 
were his metier. 

Between 1911, when he went 
to work as a movie director, and 
1923, when he encountered 
Greta, Stiller turned out some 
40 motion pictures, a number of 
which gave him an international 
reputation. 


Though he was not, as one of 
his friends put it, “normally at- 
tracted to women,” he had a 
mental image of what he re- 
garded as the perfect female. 
The ideal woman he was seek- 
ing, as he described her to inti- 
mate friends, would be not only 
beautiful but “supersensual, spir- 
itual and mystic.” Being an ego- 
tist, he became dedicated to the 
fancy that if he could find a 
woman who fitted his dreamlike 
specifications, he could mold her 
into an actress such as the world 
had never seen.

ONE WONDERS what it is 
that is making this play such a 
success. It cannot be that peo- 
ple like to contemplate human 
suffering. It must be something 
that goes deeper and isa prob- 
lem for many people today. 

I think perhaps it is because 
here, as in hi§ earlier play, “The 
Glass Menagerie,” Tennessee 
Williams is showing us the diffi- 
culty of communication’ between 
people who spend their lives say- 
ing and doing things they do 
not mean and do not feel. That 
must hit home to many individ- 
uals, and the play leads one to 
think beyond just people in their 
daily contacts. 

This inability to communicate 
{ig what makes it difficult for 
groups of people to understand 
each other, for nations—above 
and beyond the difficulties of 
language and the meaning of 
words—to get at the realities 
that lie in the minds and hearts 
of the peoples of other nations. 
This is the real tragedy beauti- 
fully shown in “Glass Menagerie” 
and again expressed in this play. 
I think it is this underlying 
theme which gives Tennessee 
Williams’s work a real appeal. 


* « * 


TO COME BACK to the in- 
dividuals in the play: How dif- 
ficult it was for them to be 
honest with each other, prob- 
ably because it is so difficult 
to be honest with oneself. Shame 
or pride keep many people from 
expressing even to themselves 
things that might better be 
brought out into the open for the 
ultimate peace of the individual. 

It isn’t a pleasant play. Many 
will be shocked by it. Some 


will feel they prefer not to. 


think about such things. But 
those who feel the need of 
greater communication with 
their fellow human beings will 
go away thoughtfully and recog- 
nize that something fundamental 
is dealt with here. 

I drove up to Hyde Park on 
Saturday with young Henry 
Morgenthau III. It was a very 
beautiful day, and the trees are 
getting that first soft appear- 
ance which makes a whole hill- 
side look colorful and yet young 
and fresh.
